BRAKE THE EARTH PROPOSAL FOR 


Magnetic ‘Stone | ie Robbing 
! Our Planet of Motion. 


MAY STAND STILL SOME DAY 








Then One Side of the World Will Be a 
| Desert Furnace, the Other a Black, 
i ley Waste, and Mankind Will Find 
' Itself In Cramped Quarters, 


The world is slowing down in its 
Gaily rotation, and the days are get- 
ting longer, according to Professor 
Louls A. Bauer of the Carnegie insti- 
tute, Washington. Magnetic storms 
are putting a magnetic brake on the 
earth, and if they continue to constrict 
this brake, at the rate measured for 
the past ten years, in just 3,820 years 
this good old earth will no longer be 
turning on its axis, but will settle 
down with one side in perpetual sun- 
shine, blasted by withering beat, and 
the other side in endless darkness and 

cold, corresponding to the extreme fri- 
gidity of interstellar space. 

Observe it is not claimed that the 
earth positively will come to a stand- 
still in this year 5231 A. D., but sim- 
ply that it is being subjected to a 
brake that may stop it by that time. 
Probably, most scientists would argue 
that magnetic storms will be less vio- 
lent in future, that other forces will 
intervene and that the stopping of the 
earth will be postponed a great many 
years beyond the date named. 

But all scientists will acquiesce in 
the statement that the earth is slow- 
ing down and sooner or later will come 
to a stop. 

When the earth stops turning the 
side toward the sun will become over- 
heated, and water will dry up, and 
blistering deserts will cover the sur- 
face. Near the edge of the sunlit side 
there will be a temperate zone, where 
the sun will always be one hour high 
or thereabouts, remaining at the same 
beight above the horizoz year in and 
year out. Every hour will be like 6 
o'clock in the morning of a summer 
day. To this delightful region the 
world’s population will flock. 

A little removed from the hot area 
will be the twilight zone, also quite 
habitable, with the sun unending at 
the horizon. 

Though life in the torrid or hot 
gone will be insupportahle, as a rule, 
yet on the outer edges, where the sup 
is but two or three hours high, people 
may live in a temperature of 100 to 
140 degrees by means of various cool- 
ing contrivances, 

On the dark, cold side of the earth 
all the water wi! be frozen solid. 
Even mercury will freeze in that aw- 
ful chil. It will be impossible for 
human. beings to penetrate more than 
three or four hundred miles into the 
dark and frigid zone, which will be 
far more inaccessible than are pow

The fact that all the water on the 
cold side of the earth will be frozen 
and all the water on the hot side dried 
up and evaporated will tend to‘cause 
a great disturbance of the continents 
and oceans of the globe. There must 
be some sort of rearrangement, and 
it would seem that the oceans would 
tend to seek the babitable| temperate 
zone, which would then be the equa- 
tor’s equivalent. Since the earth's 
surface contains very much more wa- 
ter than land it is extremely probable 
that the temperate zone will not con- 
tain nearly enough land to satisfy the 
population and that there will be con- 
tinuous struggles for possession of 
valuable soil. It is even. conceivable 
that a large portion of the people 
may be driven to seek permanent 
residences in sailing vessels or steam 
craft, subsisting by fishing. 

During the period when the earth's 
days are lengthening perceptibly great 
social changes must come about, due 
to the difference in hours. When the 
days get to be forty bours long it will 
surely be necessary to arrange for a 
period of rest and sleep in the middle 
of the day. | 

As the days lengthen until they ex- 
ceed a week's duration all sorts|of com- 
plications will ensue, and the days, 
weeks and months will become hope- 
lessly mixed. Scientists agree that the 
lunar month will lengthen as the day 
lengthens, though the day will increase 
the more rapidly. According to Pro- 
fessor Ernest W. Brown of Haverford 
college, who has given special) atten- 
tion to this subject, there will dome a 
time when the month and the day will 
both be of the same duration. 

As the earth's day gets longer and 
longer the time will come when a day 
is a year long. Then there will|be no 
more days and nights, no weeks and no 
months. The earth always will bave 
one side to the sun, and the moon will 
have one side to the earth, and the two 
will turn around the sun once a year 
as if fixed on a rigid bar. There will 
be no more seasons on the eurth—no 
spring, summer, autumn or winter. 
The wenther of the several seasons 
can be experienced only by traveling 
to and fro between the hot and cold 
zones. 

It is clear that property values in 
more than half the planet will be wiped 
out. Cities and farms throughout the 
dark half of the glob3 will be buried 
under perpetual glaciers. Corresnond- 
ingly valves will rise enormously in 
real estate on the inhabited strip that 
lies just on the cool edge of the hot 
hemisphere. No one knows, no one 
can calculate at this time, what part 
of the earth will be included in this 
habitable strip or belt any more than 
he can predict which half of the world 
will be hot and which cold.—St. Louls 
Post-Dispatch.

BRITAIN DEMANDS 
THE RELEASE 


Of George I. Ham, Banker, From 
Mexican Jail—Has Been Im- 
prisoned Two Years With- 
out a Trial 











E] Paso, Texas, Jan, 22.—Great Bri- 
tain has given the republic of Mexico 
until Monday to release George I. Ham 
a banker and a British subject, from 
the Belem prison in Mexico City. 

Ham was the head of the Mexico 
City Banking company, which failed 
two years ago, dragging with it the 
Mexican National Packing company, 
in which Ham was heavily interested. 
He was arrested and placed in prison 
without trial, and has been there for 
more than two years, although he has 
repeatedly been offered his liberty if 
he would consent to leave the country 
quietly without attempting to vindic- 
ate himself, 

Ham at last attracted the attention 
of the British foreign office to hiscase, 
andthe ultimatum was the result. 
The definite demand which was made 
through the British ambassador at 
Mexico City, created asensation in the 
capital city, especially among men 
with whom Ham had been associated 
before his fuilure. 

The Bank of Montreal and New York 
banks declared that Ham owed them 
more than fifteen million dollars. His 
accounts were liquidated by the Bank 
of Montreal through representatives in 
Mexico City, and it is claimed by 
Ham's friends that this liquidation 
Was conducted at an unnecessary loss 
to Ham and his associates. 

It is believed that President Madero 
will find a pretext to release the bank- 
er before the expiration of the ultima- 
tum,

SEPULCHERS OF WAX. 


Tombs That Bees Sometimes Erect In 
Their Hives. 

Bees have a very ingenious and sani 
tary way of disposing-of a mouse ora 
slug that may happen, by accident or 
design, to find its way into their bive. 
When the intruder is killed the prob 
Jem arises bow to deal with the body 
If it is impossible to expel or dismem- 
ber it they will proceed methodically 
to inclose it in a veritable sepulcher of 
wax, 

In one of his hives a beekeeper dis- 
covered three such tombs side by side, 
erected with party walls like the cell 
of the comb, so that uo wax should 
be wasted. These tombs the prudent 
“sextons” had raised over the remains 
of three snails that a child had intro- 
duced into the hive. Asa rule, when 
dealing with snails, bees will be con- 





tent to seal up with wax the opening | 


of the shell. But in this case the shells 


were more or less cracked and broken, | 


and they had considered it simpler, 
therefore, to bury the entire snail. 

‘bey had further contrived, in order 
that traf_ie might not be impeded in 
the entrance hall of the hive, a number 
of galleries exactly proportionate, not

It Was Mary Stuart Who Set the 
Fashion For That Color, 

The majority of brides choose white 
when selecting their wedding dress be 
cause it is the conventional color, and 
many persons are of the opinion that 
it always bas been favored. As a mat- 
ter of fact, it is of comparatively mod- 
ern origin, and in most eastern coun- 
tries pink is the bridal color. 

During the middlo ages and in the

Hot Horseradish Sauce.—Grate 
one ounce of horseradish, mix it 
with half a pint of cream, half a 
teaspoonful each of salt, pepper, 
and sugar. Heat without boiling 
and pour over a boiled fowl, and 
serve with roast beef. 

Baked Onions.—Choose some 
large Spanish onions, bake them in 
their skins, turning occasionally so 
that they are cooked through. Be- 
fore serving, remove the outer 
akin, split them open, add a piece 
of butter, pepper, salt, and a little 
vinegar to each. 

Bannock.—Mix a cupiul of oat- 
meal with the same quantity of 
flour, add a teaspoonful of treacle, 
half a teaspoonful each of ginger, 
salt, and carbonate of seda, and| 
sufficient buttermilk or sour milk 
to form a stiff dough. Roll out an} 
inch thick, and bake on a griddle. 

Orange Cake.—Cream together | 
three ounces of caster sugar and 
three ounces of butter, then add 
three well beaten eggs. When 
thoroughly beaten sift in gradual-| 
ly the grated rind of an orange and 
half a pound of flour, with which!

There are usually no restrictions 
with regard to fishing, in season, 
in the Corrib, but Astor’s reputa- 
tion had preceded him, and local

KEEP BARNYARDS CLEAN. 


Tt has always been a source of 
great wonder to me how any dairy- 


;man can expect to produce good 


milk when his cows are compelled 
to wade through mud and filth in 
the barnyard, ‘writes Mr. J. B. 


on. 

Even if the barn itself is scrupu- 
lously clean—which it cannot be if 
the yards are muddy—the odor aris- 
ing from the filthy barnyard will 
offset all the efforts made to keep 
the milk clean when it comes from 
the cows. 

There is no one solution to fit all 
barnyards. 
by itself and to meet the conditions 
existing in it.

The weapon was drawn from the 
ceabbard and admired inch by 
inch, but not to the full length un- 
less the owner pressed his guest to 
do so, when, with much apology.

Lord Randolph’s Rather Unusual 
Method of Announcing His 
Resignation. - 


A curious fact regarding the 
startling resignation of Mr. A. J. 
Balfour as leader of the opposition. 
says a writer in London Tit Bits. 
is that he is almost precisely the 
same age—sixty-four—as Mr. 
Gladstone when the ‘‘G.O.M.”’ 
made his first resignation in 1874. 
While, however, Mr. Balfour has 
been thirty-eight years in political 
life, Mr. Gladstone, who resignéd 
the Liberal leadership and was tem- 
porarily succeeded by Lord Hart- 
ington on account of ministerial dis- 
sensions, had seen forty-two year’s 
strife in the Commons. 

Apparently Mr. Gladstone had 
definitely made up his mind to re- 
tire, for in a letter to Earl Gran- 
ville he said that he saw no public 
advantage in continuing to act as 
leader of the Liberal party, and 
that his retirement was dictated 
to him by his personal views as to 
the best method of spending the 
closing years of his life Yet it. 
was not long before Mr. Gladstone 
was back in the political arena 


again; and from 1879 to 1894, when | 
he resigned, owing to the infirm- | 


ities of age and impaired eyesight. 
he was actively engaged in political 
fighting principally in the cause of 
Home Rule. 


FROM LIBERAL TO UNIONIST. 


It was Gladstone’s enthusiasm 
and advocacy of this much-discus- 
sed measure for the ‘Emerald Isle 
which led to the spilt between him- 
self and Mr. Joseph Chamberlain 
in 1886, the year when the shortest- 
lived parliament of modern times 
ended, Gladstone coming into pow- 
er in November, 1885, and going out. 
in March ‘the following year. 
Chamberlain was the fresident of 
the Local Government Board, He 
refused to follow Mr. Gladstone on 
the Home Rule question and, to- 
gether with Sir George Trevelyan. 
quitted office. It was over nine 
years before Mr. Chamberlain be- 
came a cabinet minister again. 

It was later in the same year. 
December, 1886, that Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill, who in August had 
become chancellor of the exchequer 
and leader of the House of Com- 
mons, advocated apolicy of string- 
ent retrenchment, and consequent- 
ly fell foul of Lord Salisbury. He 
resigned, resolving, to quote his 
own words, ‘‘to sacrifice himself op 
the altar of thrift and economy.”’ 


THE STORMY PETREL. 


Lord Randolph’s method of an- 
nouncing his resignation was rath- 
e~ peculiar. He merely called on 
the editor of tae Times, told him 
he had resigned, and the next day 
the Thunderer was able to claim o 
huge scoop, inasmuch as they had 
the announcement of Lord Ran- 
dolph’s resignation all to them- 
selves. Although on mest other 
points he spoke and voted stead- 
ily for the Conservative side, Lord 
Randolph was averitable ‘‘stormy 
petrel’’ when it came to the ques- 
tion of voting supplies. 

It is said, of course, thatethe re- 
signation of Mr. Balfour has beep 
forced, to a large extent, by the 
attitude of the ‘‘Die-Hards,’’ who

| Mr. Gladstone, by the way, not 
lonly caused Mr. Joseph Chamber- 
lain to leave the Liberal Party, but 
his Egyptian policy in 1882, which 
led to the bombardment of Alex- 
andria, caused the resignation of 
Mr. John Bright, who was then 
chancellor,of the Duchy of Lancast- 
er. Mr. Bright explained after- 
wards that he resigned because it 
was a matter of conscience with 
him, as he believed there had been 
a violation of both the internation- 
al and moral law. ‘ 
Almost similar circumstances led 
to the split in Beaconsfield’s cab- 
inet in 1878 when Lord Carnarvon, 
father of the present Earl, resigned 
on accourt of the interference of 
England in the Russo-Turkish war, 
Lord Carnarvon strongly advocat- 
ed a policy of neutrality, and he 
was backed up by Lord Derby, wha 
‘was foreign secretary, and who also 
resigned with Lord Carnarvon.

Originality Not Considered a Virtue In 
the Mikado’s Land, 

The position. of literary men in Ja- 
pan differs in many especial respects 
from that which is accorded writers 
of prominence in the western world, 
writes Pau) 8. Reinsch {n the North 
American Review. The individuality 
of literary fame and Uterary person- 
ality in its various aspects have not 
been developed in the orient to nearly 
the same extent as in the west. The 
great books to which men return again 
and again for guidance and inspiration 
bave been written thousands of years, 
and those men who earned fame there- 
after won their laurels by writing com- 
mentaries upon the classics. No merit 
attached to originality, Moreover, 
most writings were anonymous, Es- 
pecially if they were original was it 
advisable that the author should not 
make his personality too prominent 
While learning was always respected, 
authorship never bad the position in 
Japan and other orlental countries 
that it has enjoyed in the west from 
the Greeks down to the present, 

The Japanese mind will excel in the 
future in many directions, but the 
greatest development may be expected 
n those activities for which racial 
and social experience has best prepar- 
ed the intellect. A strong but selective 
realism in Iterature, delicate word 
painting, the successful search for 
mastery over the forces of nature, a 
grasp of social and political relation- 
ships—these are among the things we

Just as 
the bullets from a gun do a man no 
harm unless aimed or turned in their 
course toward hisgabody, so light is 
without eect unless it is aimed or 
turned toward the retina.—Pearson’s 
Weekly.

The Spread of Species. 

One of the problems that confront 
the naturalist is that of accounting for 
the distribution of {identical forms of 
life through widely separated loca! ities. 
Investigation frequently sbows that 
this has been accomplished in many 
ways that appear quite simple when* 
once discovered, although one would 
hardly have thought of them. Some 
interesting facts have been gleaned 
concerning the dispersion of fresh wa- 
ter mollusks, accounting for their ap 
pearance in remote and isolated ponds. 
Waterfowl play an important part ip 
this work. Ducks have been known to 
carry mussels attached to their feet 
a hundred miles or more. Bivalve mol- 
lusks not infrequently cling to the toes 
of wading birds and are thus trans- 
ported for considerable distances, Even 
aquatic insects have been known to 
carry smal) fresh water mollusks at- 
tached to their legs.—Harpe?’s Weekly.
